If y ou are like man y garden ­ 
ers, y ou probably seed too th ick­ 
ly such crops as beets, carrots, 
radish es, lettuce, spin ach , tur­ 
n ips, en dive an d similar vege­ 
tables with small seeds. It is 
difficult to sow small seeds th in ­ 
ly en ough to elimin ate h an d 
th in n in g. 
'Alth ough beet seeds are lar­ 
ger, th ese are freq uen tly too 
th ick on germin ation because 
th e beet seed is actually a fruit 
con tain in g several seeds. If root 
crops are n ot th in n ed, missh a­ 
pen roots will result. Th e eas­ 
iest time to do th e th in n in g job 
is wh en th e plan ts are small 
an d th e soil is moist, say s E. C. 
Wittmey er, Oh io State Un ivers­ 
ity Ex ten sion h orticulturist. 
Turn ips sh ould be th in n ed be­ 
fore th eir taproots become fles­ 
h y . Th ey n eed about 3 in ch es 
between plan ts for best devel­ 
opmen t. Radish es can be left 
in th e groun d un til th ose th at 
are to be th in n ed are large en ­ 
ough to eat, un less th ey h ave 
been seeded very th ickly . Th e 
th in n in g sh ould be don e early . 
Surplus beet plan ts can be 
pulled wh en th ey are 4 to 5 in ­ 
dies tall, an d used for green s. 
Beets sh ould h ave 3 in ch es be­ 
tween plan ts. Carrots sh ould be 
th in n ed early an d allowed to 
on e in ch apart. Later, altern ate 
carrots can be pulled an d used. 
Lettuce, Swiss ch ard, en dive, 
spin ach an d similar crops may 
n eed th in n in g also. A space of 
2 to 4 in ch es between plan ts 
will be adeq uate for man y of 
th ese vegetables. Th en as th e 
plan ts en large, altern ate plan ts 
can be h arvested for table use, 
th us allowin g en ough space for 
th e remain in g plan ts. 
Th in n in g may seem like 
a lot 
o f work, but it is on e of th e 
ch ores n ecessary for a success­ 
ful vegetable garden an d on e 
wh ich is freq uen tly overlooked, 
Wittmey er say s.

A sticker, accordin g to Dr. 
Party ka, Is a m aterial added to 
a spray or dust to improve ad­ 
h eren ce to th e plan t surface. 
Again , most pesticides are for­ 
mulated with some sticker, h e 
say s. In most cases it is n ot 
n ecessary 
to 
add 
addition al 
spreader-stickers to commercial 
pesticides un less stated in th e 
direction s. 
Some commercial spreaders 
are Triton B-ir/J, Triton X-100 
an d soap, as well as sn y th etic 
detergen ts such as Dreft, Tide, 
Vel, Surf, Joy , or Glim. Die 
detergen ts sh ould be used at 
about 1-3 teaspoon per gallon .

the y ard,” or 
cou nt a crew 
on a ‘self-p ro- 
p e l le d ma- 
c h i ne,” 
or 
what a “draw­ 
bar” is? No? 
Neither did 
two of Presi­ 
dent Johnson's 
good 
friends 
v iet« r Wcmi 
when he tele­ 
p honed them on the night of 
Ap ril 10 and said: “ We’v e got 
to settle u s a railroad crisis 
and I need some creativ e medi­ 
ation, so get down here by 9 
oclock 
tomorrow 
morning.” 
Those creativ e mediators, Theo- 
dre Kheel and Dr. George Tay ­ 
lor are geniu ses not so mu ch 
becau se they kep t the nation 
from slowly being strangled by 
a national rail strike, bu t be­ 
cau se they learned in fiv e day s 
what it took others fiv e decades 
to learn. 
They ’re still at it, bu t few 
realize the difficu lties of the 
langu age they encou ntered—a 
“ p atois” going back to the day s 
When Indians shot bu rning ar­ 
rows into wooden freight cars. 


TO UNDERSTAND the enor­ 
mity of learning the jargon of 
a 100-y ear-old indu stry in less 
than 100 hou rs, is to u nderstand 
the real issu es in a rail crisis 
which is still with u s. Few do 
u nderstand, so here goes. 
Early 
in 
the 
negotiations 
Kheel and Tay lor fou nd the 
railroad management p eop le ar­ 
gu ing with the u nion chiefs ov er 
something called “p ooling the 
caboose.” After a while the 
newcomers u nderstood that in 
day s of old the caboose was a 
“man’s 
home 
« way 
from 
home. . . . He had cu rtains on 
the windows, his wife’s p ictu re 
on the wall, his own coffee p ot 
on a hot stov e, his own cu p s, 
p erhap s a whiskey bottle, also 
his fou l weather gear and his 
ov eralls. . . . It was his home 
away from home.” 
The 
mediators 
did 
some 
homework. They learned that 
the trainman or condu ctor’sca- 
boose on a lay ov er was tru ly 
his “castle.” When the train 
came to the end of a certain 
p oint, it had to stop , u nhook its 
caboose, shu nt it to a siding 
and hitch u p anther caboose 
“belonging” to another train­ 
man or condu ctor. Practically 
each one of them had his own 
caboose. This took considerable 
time and, 
therefore, 
consid­ 
era ble money . 


8 0 THE RAILROADS went to 
the u nions and said, p ool the 
cabooses! Leav e the end car at­ 
tached to the train so it can 
be u sed by many trainmen in­ 
stead of ju st one or two. Bu t 
the men comp lained that since 
they had their p ersonal effects 
in the car, giv ing it u p wou ld 
be like letting some stranger 
liv e in y ou r own home. 
So the ro a ds sa id they ’d g iv e 
a penny a mile in lieu o f pri­ 
v a te o ccupa ncy o f the ca bo o se. 
So me wo rkers o n so me lines a c­ 
cepted the dea l. The ca bo ses 
were po o led. 
Bu t last month the u nions de­ 
manded p ay ment for lodging 
du ring time sp ent away from 
home on lay ov ers. When the 
roads retorted that they already 
were p ay ing a p enny a mile, 
the Bro therho o ds a rg ued tha t 


this was only to comp ensate for 
the sacrifice of a home away 
from home and not forlodging. 
Du ring the White Hou se con 
ferences both sides agreed to 
settle, thou gh they did not set­ 
tle this p roblem. It will hav e 
to be done on a railroad-by -rail- 
road basis. 


MORE 
BITTER 
argu ment! 
came ov er “inter - div isional 
ru ns.” After an av erage of 123 
miles the trains stop , a crew 
gets off and 
a new crew gets 
on. 
The railroads asked why tho 
av erage cou ldn’t be 146 miles. 
The u nions rep lied that many 
crew members had homes at or 
near the end of the 123 -mile 
p oint and the men wou ld hav e 
to be recomp ensed for losses in­ 
cu rred in mov ing or in the sale 
of the old home and p u rchase 
of the new one — at the 146- 
mile p oint. 
The roads said, fine, bu t who 
will ap p raise the v alu e of the 
hou se the men mu st v acate? 
This argu ment was not settled 
either. The mediators now are 
working on an accep table ap ­ 
p raisal sy stem. 
Then Kheel and Tay lor fou nd 
themselv es ju ggling with the 
p roblem of getting the ‘last en­ 
gine” ou t of the y ard. TTiis re­ 
fers to the locomotiv e in a small 
switching y ard where few trains 
stop each day . The y ard is v ital, 


thou gh there cou ld be as little 
as 10 minu tes' work a day for 
the engine. 
Under the u nion ru les an en­ 
gine mu st be kep t .there with 
« fu ll crew, ev en thou gh the lo­ 
comotiv e and the crew of trains 
which come in “ov er the road” 
cobld switch their own cars. 
Bu t If the incoming crew dkl 
this, it wou ld throw the almost 
idle y ard crew ou t of work. 


FINALLY the u nion agreed to 
eliminate su ch a standby engine 
if there were less than fou r 
hou rs work for it. Bu t there are 
24 hou rs in the day — and the 
argu ment raged ov er which fou r 
hou rs of the day shou ld be 
cou nted. The u nion wanted the 
right to p ick them. If they chose 
a fou r-hou r stretch du ring which 
only two trains came in, the 
crew of the standby engine 
cou ld get a fu ll day s p ay for 
only a half hou r’s work. 
This cou ld hap p en if one train 
came in ju st at the beginning 
of the fou r-hou r stretch and 
another at the end of it — be­ 
cau se of time tables or freight 
schedu les. 
Tnese are only three of scores 
of su ch issu es. Bu t Kheel and 
Tay lor were the “creativ e medi­ 
ators” the President — and the 
u nion — needed. They were the 
first 
to decode 
the 
jargon, 
make sense ou t of it, and make 
p eace for a while.

Citizens may begin to wonder 
whether there is any p rotection 
for the civ il rights of those em­ 
p loy ers who u ndergo sev ere fi­ 
nancial losses 
b e e a u s e 
of the 
arbi­ 
trary acts of 
p e r s o n s 
engaging i n 
w i l d c a t 
s t r i k e s or 
v alkou ts. 
Within th e 
last few day s,_______ 
u nions h a v e Da v id 
La wrea e# 
had to call on their members 
to obey a federal cou rt order 
which p rohibits wildcat strikes 
that hav e arisen m some rail­ 
roads ov er the terms of an arbi­ 
tration award. Also, there are 
wildcat strikes on constru ction 
p rojects in different p arts of 
the cou ntry . 
In the nation’s cap ital a grou p 
of p rinters cau sed su sp ension 
for fou r day s of the normal edi­ 
tions of the Washington Ev e­ 
ning and Su nday Star, resu lting 
in losses not only to the owners 
bu t to the merchants of the city 
who dep end on a large ex tent 
u p on day -o-day adv ertising for 
their sales. 
The 
City 
of 
Washington 
doesn’t hav e a may or, and has 
to rely u p on the p resident and 
the Congress for laws to p rotect 
the citizens. Neither President 
Johnson nor members of Con­ 
gress ev en denou nced the wild- 
oat strike. 


THE CONSTITUTION forbids 
Congress to p ass any law that 
wou ld abridge the freedom of 
the p ress, bu t it does not p re­ 
v ent a labor-u nion organization 
or Its members from accom­ 
p lishing v irtu ally the same p u r­ 
p ose. 
The fact that a walkou t oc­ 
cu rs withou t the au thorization 
of the national u nion and in v io* 
lalon of 
a contract, as hap ­ 
p ened in the case of the Wash­ 
ington p rinters, and that an ef­ 
fort p u blicly was made by the 
u nion officers to p ersu ade the 
workers to go back to their 
jobs does not erase the loss. 
Is there a remedy u nder ex ­ 
isting laws? The right to strike 
is recognized in the National 
Labor Relations Act. Redress, 
howe/er, can be sou ght when in­ 
div idu als consp ire with each 
other and engage in a walkou t. 
Sec. 301 reads as follows: 
“Su its for v iolation of con­ 
tracts 
between 
an emp loy er 
and a labor organization rep re­ 
senting emp loy es in an indu s­ 
try affecting commerce as de­ 
fined in this act, or between 
any su ch labor organizations, 
may be brou ght in any District 
Cou rt of the United States hav ­ 
ing ju risdiction of the p arties, 
withou t resp ect to the amou nt 
in controv ersy or withou t re­ 
gard to the citizenship of the 
p arties. . . . 
“ For the p u rp oses of this 
section, in determining whether 
any p erson is acting as an 


‘agent’ of another p erson so 
a s 
to make su ch other p erson re­ 
sp onsible for his acts, the q u es­ 
tion of whether the sp ecific 
acts p erformed were actu ally 
au thorized or su bseq u ently rati­ 
fied shall not be controlling.” 


IN TOE WASHINGTON case, 
the walkou t by the emp loy es 
was not sanctioned by he na­ 
tional u nion. The statu te makes 
it p ossible to hold the labor wv> 
ion itself resp onsible nev erthe­ 
less for breaches of contract. 
What hap p ened in the cu rreot 
instance. was that the foreman 
of the comp osing room dis­ 
charged a shop chairman of the 
p rinters u nion for allegedly v io­ 
lating the ru les of the com­ 
p any * 
The contract between a 11 
Washington newsp ap ers and the 
p rinters u nion 
p rov ides 
that 
su ch disp u tes mu st be su bmit­ 
ted to arbitration. The u nion ar­ 
gu ed that the emp loy e shou ld 
first be reinstated withou t p rej­ 
u dice, and it was the p u blish­ 
er’s refu sal to do this which led 
other emp loy es to walk off the 
job. 
When the strike was finally 
settled, with die issu es to be 
su bmitted to arbitraion if nec­ 
essary , he shop chairman was 
reinstated as demanded by the 
strikers bu t with the loss to 
him of one day ’s wages. 
Who will p ay the financial 
losses the emp loy er incu rred? 
This q u estion has arisen many 
times before, and cu stomarily 
when a strike is settled there is 
a tendency to let by gones 
be 
by gones. TTiis has led to 
the 
imp ression that wildcat strikes 
nev er are going to be p u nished, 
and that hence no risk is taken 
by those who start them. Wha t­ 
ev er p enalty there is thu s re­ 
mains on the side of the em­ 
p loy er whose p rop erty is 
da m­ 
aged. 
ONE REASON is that the em­ 
p loy ers do not relish a continu ­ 
ance of the disp u te and are u su ­ 
ally anx iou s to settle the m at­ 
ter. 
The 
p rop osal, 
for 
in­ 
stance, by federal gov ernment 
mediators su bmitted to both the 
u nion and the newsp ap er p u b­ 
lisher contained the following 
p aragrap h, which was su bse­ 
q u ently accep ted by both sides: 
“That, in the interest of p ro­ 
moting 
harmoniou s 
relations, 
neither the comp any nor the 
u nion take any p u nitiv e or le­ 
gal action against any indiv idu ­ 
al or against each other in re­ 
lation to this controv ersy .” 
The civ il rights controv ersy 
has p rop erly emp hasized Indi­ 
v idu al rights where there are 
discriminations du e to race or 
color or religion. There are 
many other forms of discrim­ 
ination which hav e not y et been 
cov ered by law. One of them 
ap p ears to be that ex ercise of 
arbitrary p ower by a consp ir­ 
acy of indiv idu al citizens to tie 
u p a p lant or a factory or a 
railroad 
withou t 
themselv es 
u ndergoing 
any 
su bstantial 
p enalty .

To toe $12,000 and toe nomina­ 
tion fees of $14,700 for the origi­ 
nal list of 147, toe Maryland 
Jockey Club adds $150,000 for a 
total value of $176,000. The first 
horse to hit toe finish line at the 
end of toe I 3-16 miles will get 
$124,200. To toe runner-up goes 
$30,000 with 
toe 
third-place 
horse picking up $15,000 and the 
fourth-place finisher $7,500. That 
means only two of toe starters 
will fail to pay their expenses 
to the ancient track with its two 
modern stands on the outskirts 
of this city. 
The crowd probably will not 
nilmber more than 30,000 com­ 
pared to toe estimated 100,000 
who jammed Churchill Downs 
for toe Kentucky Derby May 2. 
Pimlico is a much smaller plant 
than toe Downs. But in turf 
lore, Pimlico bows to none. 
The Preakness gets its name 
from a thoroughbred, who sold 
for $2,000 as a yearling in 1868, 
and then raced with great suc­ 
cess in this country and Eng­ 
land. 
Preakness is an Indian name 
meaning 
‘Quail Woods” 
and 
originally was spelled “Pro-qua- 
les” by toe Minisi Indians. Gen. 
George Washington spelled it 
“Preckiness.” 
History, however, will mean 
nothing when toe six thorough­ 
breds break from toe gate and 
Hill Rise from George A. Pope 
Jr.’s El Peco Ranch of Cali­ 
fornia attempts to square mat 
ters with Northern Dancer from 
the Canadian-owned Windfields 


Farm of E. P. Taylor. The 
Dancer beat Hill Rise by a neck 
in the I1/* miles of toe Ken­ 
tucky Derby. 
Hill Rise, who’ll be ridden by 
Willie Shoemaker, again has 
been made toe choice over toe 
Dancer with Rex Ellsworth’s 
The Scoundrel third in toe pre- 
race betting line, Paul Mellon’s 
Quadrangle and Louis Wolfson’s 
Roman Brother co-fourth choice 
and Mrs. Harriet N. Ball’s Big 
Pete toe outsider. 
Derby - Preakness history (rf 
toe last 16 years also favors 
Hill Rise. Since Citation won 
the Triple Crown of the Derby, 
Preakness and Belmont Stakes 
in 1948 only two Derby winners 
have repeated in toe Preakness. 
They were Tim Tam in 1958 and 
Carry Back in 1961.
